WASHINGTON, I). C., May 20, 1905.—

This distarbitnce will follow 11 general 


wave of low temperatures and, to south 
half of the states, will briny; unusually 
hot weather with droutli accompani- 
ments, while to northern states and 
Canada it will bring a short moderate 
warm wave, s^uie ntiit and a coo-l wave 
of unusually low temperatures carry- 
in^ frosts farther south than usual. 


During continuance of this ilislur- 


bance—May 26 to Juue 4—all weather 
features will be extreme, unusually in- 
tense. I expect the weather bureau to 
hang out their storui warnings most of 
tbe time during those seven 
days. 


Conditions will be favorable to iorua- 
does May 29 to June 3. 


The disturbance described above will 


not be severe on the- Pacific slope 24 to 
27, but the one foMowiug—May 30 to 
June 4 will cause very rough and 
stormy weather on our northwestern 
coast and then it will decrease in fo ee 
as it croeaea the Rocky ridge aud on its 
east war j course. 


Weather is expected to be generally 


cool following May 20. Tlie second 
great disturbance of May, ending about 
that time', will have .it it red and cooled 
tlie air that will tiavc become almost 
unbearable because of the tornado con- 
ditions. 
Numerous thunder storms 


will have bountifully given to 
the

Dunne aud the Nation behind the State 
the 1'resident has disarmed his eueiuie 
and made a giant stride toward the ac 
complishuieut of that legislation whlcl 
he regards ae essential lu the proper run 
tiol of the railroads of the country. He 
has left uo opportunity for men lo ^ 
that he is revolutionary, or that he 
"playmgforeUect," and nis recommen 
datious must be received as the sincere 
belief of a man who is honest and fear- 
less beyoud all question. As there pre- 
vails considerable confusion regarding 
tlie relorms which the President hopes 
to ell'ect aud the evils he seeks to reme- 
dy, a somewhat detailed explanation 
ol the situation seeuis appropriate lor 
tnese letters particularly, as most of 
this information has beeu gained in 
personal conversations with tue Presi- 
deut himself. 


There are two distiuct evils which 


the President seeks to remedy. 
The 


greater ia the absolute domination by 
individuals or corporations, or combi- 
jatious of corporations, of the great 
lighways of commerce, those honed 
iiguwaya commonly called railroads. 
Unly au exercise of the authority of tlie 
Stale (or government) makes possible 
he acquirement of rights of way aud 
he coudemuation of private prop- 
erty under me legal principle of euii- 
jeut douiaiu. \V hen constructed these 
ailroaUa constitute naiutal monopolies 
aud only by the exercise of govern- 
mental regulation and supervision over 
these monopolies cau they be prevented 
from woriiiug injustice to tlie people 
from whom they ueiive their right to ex- 
ist. They are not private piopeity, such 
aa wages, bread or o.ber coiiimoaiiies,as 
has been, claimed uy prominent rail- 
road men. If they were, the govern- 
ment could uot properly seek to super- 
vise aud coutrol tiieuu. 
Such super- 


vision over private property would be 
socialism pure and simple. In essence 
the right of way of a railroad belongs 
to the people, can never properly be- 
come the property of au individual, 
and its ad mm 1st ration is merely dele- 
gated to thuw) who manage the rail- 
road, always with the reserved right on 
the part ot tbe government to exercise 
over it >uch regulation aud supervision

al in building up the Standard Oil 
monopoly ami oilier trusts. Uitlereni- 
iuls and milling in transit rales are 
forms of discrimination whereby rail- 
roads openly seek lo build up some 
particular locality, branch, or the in- 
dustries aloug some branch, by the 
charge of lower freight rates than other 
palrons of tbe roads are compelled to 
pay fora like service. As they are usu- 
ally resorted to to make profitable some 
btaiicb which has hitherto failed to 
pa) dividends they would be unassail- 
able except oil the ground that the rail- 
roads art uot private property and tuust 
be administered for the benefit of the 
entire punllc instead of for that of their 
stockholders. l»ug haul dillereutials 
are those special rates made to termi- 
nals where several roads compete for 
business, sometimes made BO low, tbe 
railroad men declare, that they result 
in loss to the roads, which loss must, 
of couise, be made good by over charg- 
ing patrons of tbe road wbo do uot live 
at the terminals. 
The midnight rate 


and the private car system have come 
chiefly into lute as & method of evading 
the Klkius law since that act was 
placed ou the statutes. The first cou- 
aists of a road making a specially low 
rate for the goods of a large patrou, or 
trust. By a secret understanding with 
the patrou, thin rate will go into efl'eci 
at midnight ou a certain night ou 
which the large patrou can make parti- 
cularly heavy shipments. 
The rate 


will be made public as the law requires 
but by tbe time |the 'general public is 
prepared to avail itself of the especially 
low rate It is revoked aud practically 
only the patrou, or patrons, who re- 
ceived secret advance notice have bene- 
fitted by it aud they are thus enabled 
to sell their goods at a distant point at 
a rate materially lower than their less 
fortunate aud usually smaller competi- 
tor. The private car system is the lat- 
est and most efficient scheme for evad- 
ing the auti-rebate law. Railroad com- 
panies are compelled to pay tbe owners 
of private cars for the use of those cars. 
Private cars are, of course, owned almost 
exclusively by large concerns like the 
beef trust,et al. These concerns pay the 
railroads the full published freight rales 
but they compel the railroads to pay 
them for the use of their cars various 
rates which amount, of course, lo re- 
bates, as the net result a libra1 s to the 
large shipper a lower cost of transport- 
ation than their smaller competitors. 


The railroads will gladly accept any 


regulation which will etlectnally pre 
vent all the forms of discrimination 
which curtail their profits; but they 
will oppose to the hitter end any legis- 
lation which will more completely es- 
tablish the right of the government to 
regulate and supervise their business. 
It is the desire of Ihe President that 
Congress shall frame a law which will 
remedy all these evils and establish, for 
all time, the rights of the people, as 
exercised by their representative, the 
government, over the ironed public 
highways.

THE BUYING OF VESSELS 


Serves as Illustration That Eu- 


ropean Markets Offer Oppor- 
tunity to Itediice Expenses— 
Same Condition* Govern Pur- 
chase of Canal Material 


Washington. May lli.-The executive 


committee of the isthmian canal com- 
mission has decided to purchase Iu the 
markets of the world Ihe material and 
ships necessary for the building of the 
Panama canal. 


This important decision was reached 


with some reluctance because it was 
appreciated by Secretary Tart aud the 
executive committee that there would 
eurelv hi- a great outcry from two great 
interests in this country—producers of 
material and the shipowners-ir th? 
purchases were not limited to the Amer- 
ica-.: products. But it was decided that 
Ihe money consideration was so great 
that It could not be ignored, for it was 
Leld that in cases fully .To percent more 
would be charged for material needed 
in canal construction than the same 
goods could be procured for iu Europe. 


Chief Engineer Wallace, for instance, 


showed that two ships, in addition to 
those running between New York and 
Colon and owned by the I'anama Hail- 
road company, were absolutely neces- 
sary to carry the food supplies find ma- 
terial needed for the work. No Amer- 
ican ships could be bought at any rea- 
sonable price and when it 
came to 


building such ships it was found, ac- 
cording to Taft's statement, that, while 
be could liny (1000-ton ships in Europe 
for ?7.~>0.000. it would cost Sl,-HX),(Hx) 
to build .such ships here. And in addi- 
tion, while Uie Kuropean ship could be 
had at once, it would take at least 18 
months to secure American boats. 


Therefore, it was decided to buy the 


ships where they could be had cheap- 
est and obtained the quickist. As to 
material needed fore-anal construction, 
the committee decided that by reserv- 
ing to itself the right to purchase in 
the world's markets, it would af least 
oblige American manufacturers to give 
tiem the benefit of their foreign prices 
it they wish to sell goods to the com- 
mittee. 


Secretary Taft explained 
that he 


felt obliged to endorse this decision be- 
cause, having given congress every op- 
portunity to give H contrary direction, 
h» felt that the very terms 
of the 


canal act provided that it should be 
constructed at the lowest possible cost. 
And in this connection be called atten- 
tion to the following recommendation 
contained In the flrst report of the isth- 
mian canal -ominissiou: 


"An important question of policy Is 


yet to be determined, if the isthmian 
canal commission arc not bound by any 
restriction of congress as to where they 
shall purchase machinery, materials 
and supplies, then it would seem to be 
their duty to construct the canal as 
cheaply as possible and so to buy what 
they need where they cnn get it cheap- 
est. 
This, however, is ceriain to pro- 


duce, every time that a large contract 
is awarded to a foreign manufaclurer 
or dealer, an outcry on (lie part of the 
American unsuccessful competitors. If 
congress approves the policy of favor- 
ing: American manufacturers and deal- 
ers, even if it increases the cost of the 
construction of tho canal, then it seems 
to be only just that it should declare 
this policy by law- and lay down a 
rule which the commission can easily 
follow."

GREAT SUN SPOTS. 


The .Furloux Snlnr TV.i,pest. That 


Mark Tlielr Apiiearnuee. 


Back Iu 1S43, when tho .Millerites 


were looking for the eud of the world, 
there was a great sun spot that to 
many seemed to lend weight to the 
JJillerites' arguments from the time 
prophecies in the Bible. 
For a week 


in that year there was a sun spot that 
was visible to the.naked eye. It meas- 
ured 74,81U miles across. On the day 
of the eclipse in 1S5S a spot 107,000 
miles In extent was clearly seen. These 
spots are considered to be storms In 
the glowing gases that correspond to 
the atmosphere of this earth. If there 
Were ships on the sun as large as this 
earth they would he tossed about like 
autumn leaves In an ocean storm. 


These solar spots are most abundant 


on the two sides of the sun's equator, 
where they mark something akiu to n 
terrestrial cyclone belt. The center of 
a cyclone Is rarefied and therefore 
colder. 
Cold on the sun Is darkness. 


An astronomer says that these cyclones 
carry down into (lie depths of the 
solar mass the cooler materials of the 
upper layers, formed principally of hy- 
drogen, and thus produce in their cen- 
ter a decided extinction of light and 
heat as long as the gyratory movement 
lasts. 
Finally the hydrogen, set free 


at the base of the whirlpool, becomes re- 
heated at Ibis great depth and rises np 
tumultuous!)-, forming Irregular jets, 
which appear above the chromosphere.

StateB to louud a branch of the great 
linanciai uouse of Itoihschdd. Thi« he 
did in New York city iu 18.17, under the 
name of August liclmom & Co. 
He 


was a son of a wealthy landed pro- 
prietor from the Piilatinaie, in Klieuisu 
Prussia, anu from the age of I I had 
bewi 
In 
the oaitklug house ul' the 


Kothschild iJrosat Frankfurt. 
it Was his lather's inlenLiun llial he 


should i • -utue a thorough masier of 
the principles of financiering, and he 
was so apt a pupil that at 17 he was 
advance.l to the supervision of tbe 
blanch house of the Itothschilds at 
Naples. 


Ainving iu this country at the age 


of Jl, he took the first opportunity lo 
become a citizen of the Lulled States, 
and with the whole energy of his euer- 
getic nature sought to identify him- 
self with the political, diplomatic, fi- 
nancial, commercial and social a (fain 
of his adopted country. 


He joined the Democratic party at 


once, and by the time thai he was 28 
he was voting for, and taking active 
part iu the Presidential canvass of, 
Polk aud Dallas. Eight years later he 
was a conspicuous figure iu the Demo- 
cratic organization that directed the 
campaign of Franklin Pierce, and after 
the election was appointed by President 
Pierce to represent the United States 
at The Hague. 


After President Pierce's retirement 


Belujont resigned 
from the iwst of 


utiuister to Holland, aud at once be- 
came one of the leaders of the national 
Democratic organization. 


Naturally a conservative, he depre- 


cated war, aud wheu the division iu 
the Democratic parly came iu the cou- 
veutiou of 1860 he sup|xirted Stephen 
A. Douglas, the champion of compro- 
mise. He was a delegate at the Charles- 
ton convention, where he supgx>rted 
Douglas, aud afterward at the Balti- 
more convention was the champion of 
the Illinois senator. 


He was chosen chairman of the na- 


tioual Democratic committee, but after 
the election, when tue evidences of ap- 
proaching secession began lo accumu- 
late, he protested vigorously against 
the separation ot the south and north, 
aud urged tbe southern leaders lo abide 
by the result of the elections. 


When war came, Beluioul gave his 


support to President Jjiijoulu, 
aud 


helped to raise aud equip the first Uer- 
mau regiment that went to the from ou 
the side of the north. 


President Lincoln and Sec. of State 


Seward commissioned Belmout to goto 
Kurope aud use whatever influence he 
could command to win the great fiuau- 
cial interests over to the side of the 
uorth aud away from the south. 


Thin commission he executed with 


great fidelity, but iu 1864 be was again 
cbairmau of the national Democratic 
committee, aud opened and directed 
the political campaign for AlcClellau, 
and again was chairman lu 1868, wheu 
he organized the cauvass of Seymour. 


lu 1872, wheu Horace Oreeley was 


nominated by the Democratic party, 
Belmout would uot serve as chairman. 


From I860 uutll 188-1 he was a dele- 


gate to every national Democratic con- 
vention. He was a member of a num- 
ber of clubs, owned one of the best stock 
farms aud stables of thoroughbreds iu 
the United Stales, aud was president uf 
tiie Manhattan and of the American 
jockey club. 


He married a daughter of Commo- 


dore Matthew C. Perry, who opened 
up Japau to American trade inter- 
course. He left three eons, the secoud 
of whom, August, is at present the rep- 
resentative of the Kothschild interest in 
America. 


The other two, Perry aud Oliver H. 


P., are well known in Newport.

And what of woman's political status 


to-day? Full suffrage in four states iu 
the Union. School suffrage in 20 states. 
And some measure of |>olitical right in 
twenty-four slates with full suffrage in 
Federated Australia, and some form of 
suffrage in every civili/ed country in 
the world. 


All this has been done iu face of the 


most solemu warnings; iu the face of 
all the prophets of calamity. 
The 


heavens have uot fallen. 
What harm 


has come? None, save tbe harm that 
has been done to the reputation uf those 
who stood in the way.

aud suffer ridicule for a season, than 
shake my iiel aud make grimaces- in 
the face of advancing Truth,aud there- 
by become the laughing stock of |K)S- 
lerity.—Herbert H. Bigelow. 


"A Novel Proposition."
